work.  No  noteworthy  cause  of  disability  or  illness  has  been  noted 
to  have  affected  the  workers  in  their  various  capacities  and  the 
general  health  of  the  residents  has  been  comparatively  good.

55  deaths  were  rocon&od  during  the  year,  39  being 
registered  within  the  District  and  16  being  transferable 
deaths  occurring  amongst  residents  in  institutions  outside 
the  area..  There  were  no  deaths  from  puerperal  sepsis  or 
from  other  maternal  causes. 
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Deaths  of  children  under  1 year  of  age  were  3 giving  an 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  .35*

(e)  Child  Welfare  Clinic  has  boon  well  used  during  the  year, 

particularly  be  Evacuee  Mothers  and  their  children.

hospitals  have  taken  all  cases  requiring  hospital 
treatment  by  arrangement.

these  were  found  satisfactory  and  one  doubtful.  The  doubt  ful 
sample  was  obtained  from  the  Kclbrook  supply,  for  which  a 
chlorinator  plant-has  been  provided,  when  later  test3  proved 
satisfactory.  All  the  water  supplies  in  the  District  are 
chlorinated.

The  supply  of  milk  for  the  scholars  ha 3 proceeded 
smoothly  throughout  the  year,  and  the  provision  of  a School 
Canteen  for  supplying  the  children’s  midday  meal  has  been  in 
full  working  order  throughout  the  year  and  the  number  of  children 
taking  advantage  of  this  provision  is  good  and  they  certainly 
appear  to  get  good  value  and  appreciate  the  food  supplied.

Diphtheria  No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Immunisation . 102  children  were  immunised  during  the  year.  Immunisation 
of  the  younger  children  was  carried  out  at  the  Child 
Welfare  Clinic  and  a few  of  the  older  children  were 
immunised  privately.  It  is  proposed  to  hold  a school 
clinic  for  immunisation  eardy  in  1943.  Returns  of 
immunisation  are  made  half  yearly  and  these  show  that 
an  increasing  number  of  children  of  school  age  are  being 
immunised .

Eradication  of  Bed-bugs. 

Eight  hou3es  infested  with  bugs  came  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department;  these  were  disinfected  by  ’ Zaldicide’  insecticide 
and  on  inspection  later  no  further  active  signs  were  found. 

Rats  and  Lice  Destruc tion. 


Numerous  baits  have  been  supplied  free  for  the  destruction 
of  Rats  and  Mice.  Visits  were  made  to  infested  premises  and  the 
occupants  advised  in  preventative  measures  and  in  methods  of 
destruction . 

The  Council’s  properties  were  baited  7/hen  considered  necessary.
